Her eyes were .bright and she 
smiled pleasantly to her counsel, with 
whom she immediately entered into con- 
versation. She again carried the record 
book, which she brought into the court 
room yesterday afternoon and which evi- 
dently is destined to play a leading part 
in the trial, as her attorneys frequently 
refer to it. 

Was Well When Abroad. 
William Wolfe, a stogie manufacturer, 
was the first witness. He described his 
frip abroad with John O. Schenk in 1910, 
and declared Schenk was in good health. 
Wolfe said Schenk became ill two days 
after his return te Wheeling, complain- 
ing of his stomach and that he became 
steadily worse. He said Mrs. Schenk 
said to him: 

“Billy, I don’t believe John will live 
yery long.”’ 

Every effort on the part of the de- 
fense to shake Wolfe's evidence was 
withaut avail, but it was brought out 
that during the European journey he 
had never seen Schenk under the influ- 
ence of liquor, nor/had he consulted 
@ physician at any time during their 
absence from Wheeling. 

Dr. D. Bigger Best,, when called to the 
stand, said he had been summoned to 
the Schenk home last Octeber, where 
he treated Schenk for stomach treuble.

Dr. Gregory Ackermann, the next wit- 
ness, said: 

"T examined Schenk on Oct. & and 
found he had inflammation of the 
stomach and intestines.” He declared 
he ordered Schenk taken to a certain 
hospital, but he had been taken to an- 
other. Here, on further examination, he 
found a black line on the gums of his 
patient, an indication of lead poison.

trolley car were women and they be- 
came panic-stricken. ‘Men on the car 
made a demonstration against. the’ mot- 
orman who protested that he was not 
to blame. Capt. McCulloch Tuesday, sald 
that he had investigated the occurrence. 

“I find,” he said, “that there was 
some misunderstanding between the mo- 


-{torman and the conductor as’ to the 


signal which was given. Conductors are 
required to jump off the car and run 
ahead to seé whether a train is com- 
ing. The motorman its net permitted 
te cross the railroad tracks until he 
gets a signal frem the conductor. 
Other Similar Accidents. 

"In this case, I am informed, the con- 
ductor did his duty in going ahead and 
giving a signal. The motorman also 
did his duty in responding to the sig- 
nal as he understc it. As the car 
was going ferward, the Wabash watch-< 
man let down the gates. The west gate 
fell on the reof of the car and was bro- 
ken. When the moterman found him- 
self between the gates it was his piain 
duty to continue on his way and break 
down the gate ahead of him.” 

There was a similar occurrence at the 
same crossing two months. ago, when a 
crowded car was caught: between the 
gates and many passengers narrowly 
escapec death or serieus injury. :

The 
police themselves have reason to fear 
that before the other members of the 
gang are captured they may resort to 
some desperate reprisal caloulated to 
terrify ‘the country. Therefore, their 
investigations and plans to arrest are 
conducted with extreme caution. They 
know that the remaining refugees are 
being harbored in the Hast End, not 
far from Sydney street, and expect they 
will sell their lives as dearly as did 
their fellaw censpirators.”’ 

Morris Stein, who was charged yes- 
terday with Beron's murder, ig a for- 
midable-looking individual, mere than 
six feet tall, powerfully built, muscular, 
with dark complexion, black curly hair, 
a strong nose, mouth closed like a vise, 
a determined chin and dark eyes, dan- 
gerousiy alert and penetrating. His 
account of his recent avocations is 
vague and his professing to be poor ig 
irreconcilable with his appearance and 
dress. 

Fight May Take Piace. 

The story teld by Mrs. Gershon, in 
whose room on Sydney street the two 
dead desperadoes passed the night be- 
fore the siege, betrayed several incon- 
wistencies, These alien witnesses show 
marked cleverness in parrying awkward 
questions, fearing private vengeance 
more than legal punishment.

International Aeronautical Feder- 
ation Declares It Was 
Irregularly Made. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 10.—The International 
Aeronautical Federation, which met 
here today, decided that it had no au- 
thority to consider. the protest against 
the award of the international balloon 
trophy to the Americans, Alan R. Haw- 
ley and” Augustus Post. The decision 
was on the ground that the protest as 
made was irregular. 

The federation declared that the pro- 
test should be lodged first with the 
Sporting Commission of the American 
Aero Club. 

The protest was made by the lower 
Rhine Aeronautic Association which al- 
leged that the American Aero Club did 
not enter its contestants two months in 
advance of the race as is required by 
the*rules; and again that the announced 
witness failed to furnish documents 
properly attesting their leading place as 
required by the International Aeronau- 
tic Federatién. 


Hawley and Post flew from St. Louis 
in the international race last fall and 
landed near the Peribonka River in 
Canada. Their balloon, the America II, 
was believed to have established a new 
world’s record, but revised measure- 
ments showed the distance to be 117113 
miles, which was 22 miles less than 
Count de la Vaulx made in his flight 
from Vincennes, France, into Russia. 
The America II established a new Amer- 
ican record.

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GOV. HADLEY’S MESSAGE. 

Probably Gov. Hadley’s recommendation tor a 
modification of the primary election law will 
arouse more interest than any other part of his 
message. That the ores law ip not perfect 
will be acknowledged by all of. its friends; but 
that any considerable number of the voters will 
consent to have the power of nominating their 
‘candidates taken out of their hands and turned 
back to the party conventions is doubtful. All 
of the political progress of recent years has been 
in thé direction of giving the people direct con- 
trol of the parties and thé government. The pri- 
mary law grew out of the abuses of boss rule. 
Parties Were run by machines, the leaders of 
which paid very little attention to popular senti- 
ment and popular demands. There are draw- 
backs to the plan of primary nominations, and 
yet it cannot be said that it has failed of its 
purpose. It hag brought good results. Reforms 
have been accomplished through its operation 
which were necessary to the betterment of gov- 
ernment, — 

The Legislature should be very careful not to 
touch the primary law without improving it and 
not really to restrict the power of the voters to 
control the action of the parties. If the control 
of the party organizations were restored to the 
voters through a system of precinct organization 
which would permit the voters to name their 
party representatives, some modification of pri- 
mary nominations might be wise. But the vot- 
ers must be put in contro] of their parties or 
they must be permitted to make the nominations. 
There can be no backward step in the matter 
of popular party rule. 

An ‘important subject which the Governor 
urges the Legislature to consider is the question 
of equalizing taxation. The present system of 
assessment, as Gov. Hadley points out, results in 
inequality and injustice. It bears seriously upon 
the revenues of the State. His recommendation 
that steps be taken to enforce a just assessment 
of all property should be acted upon. 

Another important subject referred to by the 
Governor is the need of legislation relating to 
employers’ liability and workingmen’s compensa- 
tion. The Governor’s discussion of this subject 
is, unfortunately, rather vague and the best he 
can suggest is a commission for investigation and 
report to the next General Assembly. Neverthe- 
less, there is no reason, as he says, why the de- 
fense of fellow-servant negligence should not be 
abolished in all lines of industry. The Legisla- 
ture should at least break down this bulwark 
#f corporations against the claims of injured em- 
ployes. 

The greater part of the message is taken up 
with a renewal of recommendations made to the 
last General Assembly by Gov. Hadley, concern- 
ing home rule, corporation and _ inheritance 
taxes, a uniform saloon license, separation of the 
brewery from the saloon, abolition of lid clubs, 
a public service commission. Most of these 
recommendations are excellent and should receive 
favorable action. Practically all of the minor 
reforms and changes suggested in the message 
are good, 

It is gratifying to note that the Governor em- 
phasiges the need of provision for the proper 
development of the State’s resources and the pro- 
tection of waterways and forests. Gov. Hadley’s 
personal activity in promoting the development 
of our resources is @mmendable. The Legis- 
lature cannot do better than follow his lead in 


‘these important matters.

COTTON MARKET IS HIGHER 
ON THE CENSUS REPORT |@=—U* 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—The cotton market 
opened firm at an advance of 1@14 points 
on the relative strength of Liverpool, the 
big English spot sales and the census show- 


ing 11,087,442 bales ginned to Jan, 1, when 
the market had been sold yesterday on ru- 
mors the report would show over 11,100,000 
bales. Inside of the first half hour prices 
worked up to a@ net advanc of from 15 to 
20 points on active covering and bull sup- 
port, but commission houses turned sellers 
around 15.15c for May, presumably for the 
purpose of taking profits, and as soon as 
long cotton began to come on the market 
there was a@ renewal of Wall street bear 
pressure, under which prices eased off 8 or 
4 points from the best during the middie of 
the morning. The close was irregular.
